A.  A person shall not act as a mortgage broker if he THE PERSON is not 38 

licensed under this article. 39 
B.  The superintendent shall not grant a mortgage broker's license to a 40 

person, other than a natural person, who is not registered to do business in 41 
this state on the date of granting the license.  An applicant for an original 42 
mortgage broker's license shall: 43 
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1.  Have not less than three years' experience as a mortgage broker, 1 
or  equivalent lending experience in a related business during the five years 2 
immediately preceding the time of application. 3 

2.  Have satisfactorily completed a course of study approved by the 4 
superintendent during the three years immediately preceding the time of 5 
application. 6 

3.  Have passed a mortgage broker's test, pursuant to section 6-908, 7 
not more than one year before the granting of the license. 8 

C.  A person shall make an application for a license or for a renewal 9 
of a license in writing on the forms, in the manner and accompanied by the 10 
information prescribed by the superintendent.  The superintendent may require 11 
additional information on the experience, background, honesty, truthfulness, 12 
integrity and competency of the applicant and any responsible individual 13 
designated by the applicant.  If the applicant is a person other than a 14 
natural person, the superintendent may require information as to the honesty, 15 
truthfulness, integrity and competency of any officer, director, shareholder 16 
or other interested party of the association, corporation or group. 17 

D.  The nonrefundable application fee and annual renewal fee are as 18 
prescribed in section 6-126.  The nonrefundable application fee shall 19 
accompany each application for an original license only.  The superintendent 20 
shall deposit, pursuant to sections 35-146 and 35-147, the monies in the 21 
state general fund. 22 

E.  If a licensee is a person other than a natural person, the license 23 
issued to it entitles all officers, directors, members, partners, trustees 24 
and employees of the licensed corporation, partnership, association or trust 25 
to engage in the mortgage business if one officer, director, member, partner, 26 
employee or trustee of the person is designated in the license as the 27 
individual responsible for the person under this article.  If a licensee is a 28 
natural person, the license entitles all employees of the licensee to engage 29 
in the mortgage business.  If the natural person is not a resident of this 30 
state, an employee of the licensee shall be designated in the license as the 31 
individual responsible for the licensee under the provisions of this article. 32 
For THE purposes of this subsection, an employee does not include an 33 
independent contractor.  A responsible individual shall be a resident of this 34 
state, shall be in active management of the activities of the licensee 35 
governed by this article and shall meet the qualifications set forth in 36 
subsection B of this section for a licensee.

F.  A licensee shall notify the superintendent that its responsible 38 
individual will cease to be in active management of the activities of the 39 
licensee within ten days of learning that fact.

1.  "Institutional investor" means a state or national bank, a state or 28

If a license is issued 38 
in the name of a natural person, nothing in the advertising or solicitation 39 
may imply the license is in the name of another person or entity.  For the 40 
purpose PURPOSES of this subsection, "advertise" does not include business 41 
cards, radio and television advertising directed at national or regional 42 
markets and promotional items except if those items contain rates or terms on 43 
which a mortgage loan may be obtained. 44 
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N.  A licensee shall not employ any person unless the licensee: 1 
1.  Conducts a reasonable investigation of the background, honesty, 2

O.  A license is not transferable or assignable and control of a 6 

licensee may not be acquired through a stock purchase or other device without 7 
the prior written consent of the superintendent.  Written consent shall not 8 
be given if the superintendent finds that any of the grounds for denial, 9 
revocation or suspension of a license as set forth in section 6-905 are 10 
applicable to the acquiring person.

Sec. 5.  Section 6-909, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 34 
6-909.  Prohibited acts 35 
A.  Except for employment verifications, verifications of mortgages and 36 

loans, and deposit or account verifications, a person, in connection with or 37 
incidental to the making of any mortgage loan, shall not induce, require or 38 
permit any document to be signed by a party to the transaction if such 39 
document contains any blank spaces to be filled in after it has been signed, 40 
except that the party may specifically authorize the licensee or the escrow 41 
agent handling the transaction, in writing, to complete certain blank spaces. 42 

B.  A person is not entitled to receive compensation in connection with 43 
arranging for or negotiating a mortgage loan if such person is not licensed 44 
pursuant to this article.  A mortgage broker shall not pay compensation to, 45 
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contract with or employ as an independent contractor a person who is acting 1 
as a mortgage broker or mortgage banker but who is not licensed under this 2 
chapter.  3 

C.  A person engaged in the mortgage business shall not knowingly 4 
advertise, display, distribute, broadcast or televise, or cause or permit to 5 
be advertised, displayed, distributed, broadcast or televised, in any manner 6 
whatever, any false, misleading or deceptive statement or representation with 7 
regard to the rates, terms or conditions for a mortgage loan.  The charges or 8 
rates of charge, if stated, shall be set forth in such manner as to prevent 9 
misunderstanding by prospective borrowers. 10 

D.  A mortgage broker shall not request or require a person seeking a 11 
mortgage loan on real property designed principally for the occupancy of from 12 
one to four families in an amount of two hundred thousand dollars or less to 13 
enter into an agreement which THAT prohibits the person from seeking the loan 14 
from another source.

E.  A mortgage broker shall not, except in good faith, SHALL NOT delay 16 
or cause delay in the closing of a loan that results in increased costs to a 17 
borrower.

2.  Not secured by a mortgage or deed of trust or other lien interest 25 

in real property. 26 
H.  A person who is employed by a licensee to act in the capacity of a 27 

mortgage broker shall not be concurrently employed by any other licensee to 28 
act as a mortgage broker, except with the prior written approval of all the 29 
concurrently employing licensees. 30 

I.  A mortgage broker shall not collect compensation for rendering 31 
services as a real estate broker or real estate salesman unless both of the 32 
following apply: 33 

1.  The mortgage broker is licensed pursuant to title 32, chapter 20. 34 
2.  The mortgage broker has disclosed to the person from whom the 35 

compensation is collected that the mortgage broker is receiving compensation 36 
both for mortgage broker services, if applicable, and for real estate broker 37 
or real estate salesman services. 38 

J.  A licensee shall not accept any assignment of the borrower's wages 39 
or salary in connection with activities governed by this article. 40 

K.  A mortgage broker shall not receive or disburse monies in servicing 41 
or arranging a mortgage loan except as provided in section 6-906, 42 
subsection C. 43 
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L.  A mortgage broker shall not make a false promise or 1 
misrepresentation or conceal an essential or material fact in the course of 2 
the mortgage broker business. 3 

M.  A mortgage broker shall not fail to truthfully account for the 4 
monies belonging to a party to a mortgage loan transaction or fail to 5 
disburse monies in accordance with his agreements. 6 

N.  A mortgage broker shall not engage in illegal or improper business 7 
practices. 8 

O.  A  mortgage broker shall not record a mortgage or deed of trust if 9 
monies are not available for the immediate disbursal to the mortgagor unless, 10 
before that recording, the mortgage broker informs the mortgagor in writing 11 
of a definite date by which payment shall be made and obtains the mortgagor's 12 
written permission for the delay. 13 

P.  A mortgage broker shall not require a person seeking a loan secured 14 
by real property to obtain property insurance coverage in an amount that 15 
exceeds the replacement cost of the improvements as established by the 16 
property insurer. 17 

Q.  A MORTGAGE BROKER MUST REASONABLY SUPERVISE THE ACTIVITIES OF A 18 
LOAN ORIGINATOR WHO IS LICENSED PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 4 OF THIS CHAPTER AND WHO 19
